In the photograph the star shows quite plainly, but only a 
close look at some of them will discover the.outlines of the balance of 
the petals. There is a flower now before me, plucked at random, which 
measures 214 inches in diameter; the length of the tube is 1% inches. 
The body color is a dark, rich, velvety maroon, which, when held up so 
that the li ght strikes across it ata certain angle, assumes an emerald 
green sheen, a very peculiar transformation. Starting deep within the 
throat are the fiveraysof astar, of a pinkish-white in the center, shad- 
ing to a decided pink at their margin,where they blend intothe marcon. 
Their outiine, however, is sharp and decisive.” :

These are extremely beautiful and should be in every garden. 
Planted in the open ground in May, they commence blooming early in July, 
and produce an abundance of gorgeous flowers until October. Late in 
autumn the bulbs should be lifted, dried, and stored in the cellar, like 
gladioli. They are one of the easiest plants in the world to cultivate, and 
always sure to bloom abundantly. 

Notice.—My Tigridia bulbs are all home-grown, and are altogether 
superior and larger than the imported bulbs usually sold, which are soft, 
small, and very unsatisfactory. I have refrained from offering them at all 
until I could offer good, large sound bulbs of my own growing.
